PLAGUE. 

[Translated in this Bureau from the "Veroffentlichungen des Kaiserlichen Gesundheit- 
samtes," Berlin, February 16, 1898.] 

Egypt. — The international sanitary council at Alexandria resolved, 
under date of January 4, that vessels arriving from plague-infected 
ports and intending to quarantine in the Suez Canal, shall unship their 
passengers and baggage in Port Said, the work of unshipping being 
performed by the ship's hands without contact with the land and under 
the supervision of the sanitary guards. This shall apply to incoming 
and outgoing vessels alike. 

BARBADOS. 



Quarantine against yellow fever. 

Barbados, February 15, 1898. 
Sib: I have been directed to state for your information that the 
quarantine here against Jamaica and Pernambuco has been taken off, 
recent advices having been received from those places that the public 
health there is good, and that no epidemic disease exists. 
Quarantine is in force here against Para, Cuba, Eio Janeiro, and Bahia. 
The public health of this island continues to be good. 
There was 1 case of yellow fever in Jamaica on the 15th ; patient 
died on the 16th instant. Also 1 case on the 17th ; patient convalescent 
on the 28th instant.
